HOLLYWOOD i*V-A medical re­ 
searcher at the Cedars of Lebanon 
Hospital says a three-year experi­ 
ment with cancer has demonstrated 
that normal* healthy cells can be 
turned Into cancerous growths In 
test tubes merely by shutting off 
the supply of oxygen. 
Dr. Harry Goldblatt, director of 
the hospital’s research institute, 
said the experiment marked the 
first time normal tissue, growing 
outside the human body, had been 
transformed into cancerous tissue 
without the liee of chemicals or 
diseased ceHa. 
Ttie cancer cells were developed 
and placed daily in a specially, 
designed revolving incubator con­ 
taining inert nitrogen, In which they 
systematically choked by being 


deprived of oxygen. When not in the 
incubator they were kept in a glass 
enclosed, sterile* room. 
After Vn years alterations began 
in the shape and other characteris­ 
tics of the cells. Positive proof was 
achieved, Dr. Goldblatt said, by 
transplanting the tissue cultures into 
normal nU , which developed can­ 
cer.

But, Dr. Ooldblatt explained, 
“There Is no proof that deprivation 
of oxygen in tissues is the cause 
of cancer in man.* He said, how­ 
ever, that cancer frequently arises 
in scare, chronic ulcers and in or­ 
ganic parts where the supply of 
blood and its oxygen is poor or ir­ 
regular.

24.000 feet were dosed for six hours 
because of 
possible radio-activity 
danger, but below that level flying 
was unrestricted after the blast.

Announcement of Pennev’s lease of El Cam­ 
ino theater building and the chain reaction a 
major move of this nature sets off, can cause 
nothing but good for San Rafael and all of 
Marin county.

It was recognition for the 
county by a major coast4o-coast concern, a 
recognition which made many another chain 
sit up and say, "What’s M ain got that would 
attract Macy’s?** When thev start asking, they 
get the answers, plenty ct them. 


The sale erased the Albert’s name from three 
big county stores. But the renown of the Albert 
famiíy and visible proof of all the Alberts have 
done for Marin still stand in the Albert build­ 
ing in San Rafael; Albert field, and the Boy 
Scout building among others. The name of 
Albert will never be forgotten here. \ 
Now Penney’s is going ahead with a plan to 
triple its size, with a corresponding increase in 
employment, products and services. Readers 
of this column should not be surprised that it

LIFE'S DARKEST MOMENT

First public indication that the 
Communist powers might have de­ 
cided for an armistice In Korea 
was the news that they were ac­ 
cepting the Geneva Convention on 
the treatment of seriously side ami 
wound«! prisoners of war. 
At that time the French minis­ 
ters were in Washington. The fol­ 
lowing afternoon came the joint 
French-American statement on the 
talks. It is evident that the two 
governments thought even then 
that a Korean armistice might be 
la the making. 


THEIR STATEMENT contains a 
paragraph saying that “obviously, 
any armistice which might be con­ 
cluded in Korea . . . would be en­ 
tered into in the hope that it 
would be a step toward peace . . . 
however . . . should the Chinese 
Communist regime take advan­ 
tage of such an armistice to pur­ 
sue regressive war elsewhere in 
the Far East,' such action . . . 
would conflict directly with the 
understanding on which any ar­ 
mistice in Korea would rest.” 
In the light of Qpou En-Lai’s 
subsequent broadcast 
about ail 
prisoners of war and other devel­ 
opments. the joint declaration may 
be taken as a starting point for 
considering the great question of 
policy which an armistice in Ko­ 
rea, if there is to be one, would 
pose. 


WE MUST NOT shirk from con­ 
sidering them, even though we 
know that in addition to their 
enormous complexity 
and 
diffi­ 
culty, there are deep and passion­ 
ate divisions of opinion within the 
nation. 
We have suffered the gravest 
kind of injury in both of the great 
wars, first, because we were un­ 
prepared to fight the wars and, 
then, because the government and 
the American people were unpre­ 
pared to settle the wars. 
The price we have paid for our 
military unpreparedness is that 
the wars have been longer, and 
so more exhausting to the civil­ 
ised world, then they need to have 
been. For *our unpreparedness to 
settle the wars, the price we have 
paid has been that the conclusion 
of our war has been only the 
prelude to the next. 


THE F R E N C H-AMERICAN 
statement poses 
two 
questions. 
Will a Korean armistice lead to a 


general p*ace in tha Far East? Or 
will a respite in Korea mean a 
shift of Chinese military forcea 
elsewhere in the Far East, to­ 
wards Indo-China and Southeast 
Asia or Formosa? 
Having asked these two ques­ 
tions. the statement declares a 
policy only on the second of the 
two questions. It says that militar^ 
aggression elsewhere in the Far 
East will be treated as a violation 
of a Korean armistice and that it 
would mean a general war with 
Communist China in 
the Far 
East. 


THAT, SO FAR as the second 
question is concerned, ia a sound 
and adequate statement of Amer­ 
ican policy. It is calculated to pro­ 
tect a Korean armistice and at 
the same time to deter Commu­ 
nist military 
intervention 
else­ 
where. 
, 
Vv 
But having said what we will 
do in case the war is shifted else­ 
where, the first and unanswered 
question of our policy, as to what • 
we will do if we are asked to mske 
peace in the Far East, assumes 
great practical importance. 
If, because they are deterred 
from expanding tha war or be­ 
cause for reasods of high Soviet- 
Chinese policy they do xiot now 
Intend to expand the war, or be­ 
cause of a combination of these 
two reasons, the question oT what 
is American policy *on peace in 
the Far East may at any moment 
be of the greatest and most ur­ 
gent practical importance. „ 


THE QUESTION is a very dif­ 
ficult one to answer, so difficult 
im fact that the American uncer­ 
tainty about what is our Far East­ 
ern policy must surely be an im­ 
portant consideration in the new 
Soviet policy. * 
A military armistice in Korea 
w#l touch off at once profoundly 
troublesome 
political 
question» 
which are for the time being sup­ 
pressed in Korea and 
in 
Indo- 
China. It is not unlikely, more­ 
over, that our embarrasing diplo­ 
matic defeat in Burma is a con­ 
sequence of the contradictions and 
confusions of 
our 
Far 
Eastern 
policy. 
It is not unlikely also that the 
new Soviet administration—so far 
so much more astute than Stalin a 
in the later years — is now ac­ 
tively engaged in exploiting the 
situation.

First, the committee recommends 
that the present voluntary pro­ 
cedures for co-ordinating county 
and city affairs through the ma­ 
chinery of county-wide committees 
on county-wide affairs, be con­ 
tinued and expanded. The report 
points out this joint co-operative 
approach is the 
most 
effective 
means of maintaining equity be­ 
tween residents of 
incorporated 
and unincorporated urban areas 
and also the best means of elimi­ 
nating fiscal inequities. 


SECOND, the report recommends 
that as a basis for the negotiation 
of agreements 
by 
county-wide

committees, 
provision be msde 
under the laws of the state for the 
establishment of county 
service 
areas to provide extended services 
by the county, both within and 
without cities. 
Utird, operation of community 
or urban service districts, as pro­ 
vided by 4951 legislation, be stud­ 
ied closely for appraisal of the ef­ 
fectiveness of this legislation. 
Fourth, there should be a def­ 
inite method in state law for re­ 
solving problems concerning an­ 
nexations through petition by resi­ 
dent* of unincorporated areas, or 
by action of dty councils of mu­ 
nicipalities. The procedures should 
provide for public hearings, fol­ 
lowed by the calling of an elec­ 
tion on the question of annexa- ♦ 
tion. At the present time, annex­ 
ation procedures can be instituted 
only by the people of the district 
to be annexed, through a petition. 


FIFTH, state legislation should 
be enacted designed to present de­ 
velopment in the future of unde­ 
sirable fringe area conditions both 
in and out of incorporated cities. 
This might be accomplished, the 
report says, through the establish­ 
ment of minimum standards of 
subdivision control and building 
regulations, which would be ef­ 
fective throughout the state. 
Sixth, the report said that cities 
and counties should be commended 
for progress made in joint plan­ 
ning activities, and should be en­ 
couraged by co-operative action of 
state agencies to pursue a com­ 
prehensive program to 
aone 
all 
areas of the state according to 
their present or intended uses. 


RECOMMENDATIONS skip the 
controversial question ef compul­ 
sory annexation, but this is men­ 
tioned in the report as being spon­ 
sored by the cities, 
to 
existing 
fringe areas as well as to the 
fringe areas at the time of original 
sub-division. The report is vague 
as to the extent the law should go 
on permitting the cities to initiate 
annex*tic n proceedings. 
The report, however, does not 
indicate shat 
problems 
remain 
which cannot be worked out be­ 
tween the cities and counties, and 
consequently, the individuals in­ 
terested in the problems confronted 
are waiting with interest to see 
what legislation results from the 
studies.

The presumption may 
be overcome by satisfactory evi­ 
dence that the individual is in this 
State for a temporary or transitory 
purpose.

Military personnel are different. 
If you were a resident of Califor­ 
nia and are out of California un­ 
der military orders, you are sup­ 
posed to be a California resident 
regardless of where you are or 
where your income is earned. 


If you are a nonresident of Cal­ 
ifornia and are in California on 
military duty, you are not a Cali­ 
fornia resident regardless of how 
long you are here. Also, f our mili­ 
tary pay while in California is not 
subject to California income tax. 
Under the Soldiers and Sailors 
Civil Relief Act, a nonresident ser­ 
vice man in California cannot be 
taxed by California cm his military 
pay. However, a nonresident mili­ 
tary man who had earnings from 
other sources in California, would 
be taxed as a nonresident.

If you are a resident, you are re-, 
quired to file a return on form 540 
for tha calendar year 1952 not later 
than April 15, .1953 if you are: 
Single and have a net income of 
12.000 or over; or a gross income of 
$5,000 or over; or married and each 
spouse had income and the com­ 
bined net income of the two is $3,- 
500 or over; or only one has income 
and the net income is $3,500 or 
over; or, if in either case your gross 
income to $5,000 or over.

The more I see of Northern Cali­ 
fornia, the better I like it—and that 
particularly is true of the area up 
around Lake Shasta, which the resi­ 
dents modestly call the Shasta-Cas­ 
cade Wonderland. 


I took a bass fishing trip up there 
last weekend just to convince my- 
self that memory wasn’t playing me 
false. You know how it is, you see 
a place and like it and leave and by 
the next year you’ve built it up to 
the finest place in toe world. Then 
you go back and what you find is 
like sticking a pin in & balloon. 


Well it isn't that way with Shasta. 
I’ve fished on the lake five or six 
times to the past two years, and 
I think a person could go b&pk a 
thousand times and still find it as 
interesting and beautiful as the very 
first. 


RESORTS FULL 
One thing that the lake has badly 
needed is accommodations for fish­ 
ermen and vacationers who don’t 
want to stay to a camp ground or 
in some hotel or motel several miles 
away from the lake. Early in the 
season as it is, Bill Tavey Shasta 
county deputy sheriff, told me Sun­ 
day that both the resorts on the 
lake and toe camp grounds were 
all full. 


So I was glad to look over toe 
plans for continued development at 
toe Bridge Bay Resort, where last 
year John Alford built just about 
the finest motel In the country. This 
spring he has 20 more units under­ 
way and will be ready for business 
in them in another 20 days. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 
In addition, construction has been 
started on a combination restau­ 
rant, banquet hall, cocktail bar and 
lounge, a part of which at feast will 
be open this summer. Work is being 
pushed hardest on the restaurant 
section so that visitors on toe lake 
will be able to get top accommoda­ 
tions all the way around. The rest­ 
aurant, bar and lounge will all be in 
a large three story building, windows 
clear across the front, overlooking 
the lake from the first level above 
toe boathouses and docks. The motel 
units are above the bar and rest­ 
aurant. They also look out over the 
lake. It will be a truly million dollar 
resort when it is finished. 


It's my hunch that the time has 
arrived to quit looking at Shasta 
Lake as something which will come 
in the future—as a fishing and va­ 
cation spot it Is here now. 


. . . AND THE FISHING 
Saturday afternoon, fishing with 
Alford to the Pit River arm, I took 
four bass from a pound to two 
pounds and released three smaller 
ones. 
Sunday 
morning 
between 
Packer's Bay and toe Pit River 
bridge, I hooked two small bass 
and released them. Saturday morn­ 
ing a boat ride to the Backbone 
creek area Just above the dam net­ 
ted <me rainbow trout about 14 
inches long on a yellow spinner fly. 
The bass were taken mi a Hot-Shot 


plug, a deep runner with a red head 
and white fishscale body, and on 
a red and white deep running Hed- 
don River Runt. 
Rudy Mortezia, warden of the 
Fish and Game Department, who 
knows the lake as well as anyone, 
told me that bass can be taken the 
year around, but that they act dif­ 
ferently in toe different arms of 
toe lake because of different water 
and temperature conditions. 
On the Pit arm we took all our 
bass in deep water just off the rocky 
points. Rudy said that in the Sac­ 
ramento arm the bass now are 
back in the coves. Later, he added 
the Pit River bass will move into 
the coves and those in the Sacra­ 
mento will move out on the point. 
So far minnows and deep plugs are 
the best bets, veteran fishermen on 
the lake say, but by May they should 
be hitting surface plugs and flyrod 
lures.

One of the most important prob­ 
lems now confronting the board of 
education it the financing and con­ 
struction of additional schools and 
classrooms, claims Harold Fulkerson. 
Since 1948 other school districts in 
Marin county have buttt schools 
ranging in square foot cost from 
about $9 at Greenbrae to around 
$16.50 in Novato. The average cost 
has been about $12 per square foot. 
During this time San Rafael 
school construction cost per square 
foot has been: Sun Valley $1730, 
Santa Venetia, $15.70 and Davidson, 
$17.70. 
Possibly our schools are the best 
that money can buy—but we don’t 
have enough classrooms, we are on 
double sessions, and we are out of 
money. 
San Rafael .elementary 
district 
has the highest operating costs in 
Marin county (last year about $22 
per pupil above the next highest. 
Ross). 
This extra cost requires careful 
analysis since it is justified only if 
we are

When Tommy 
ties a can to the cat's tail and Jane 
insists on snatching her playmate's 
tricycle* the remedy no longer is 
the uncomplicated, 
old-fashioned 
spanking or lecture. It'» the time 
when parents indulge in a bit of 
soul-searching and detective work to 
determine just what they've done to 
make Tommy cruel and Jane greedy. 
S o m e t i m e s psychologist-talk 
sounds like a lot of precious non­ 
sense. Much of the time, under the 
professional patter, it makes pretty 
good sense, particularly when it can 
be backed up with statistic# on de­ 
linquency and maladjustment aT»«*ig 
children from broken homes, strife- 
filled homes and with careless par­ 
ents.

Many doctors will testify that 
quite a number of people who come 
to their offices do not have any 
detectable organic disease. 
Often in making a diagnosis, pa­ 
inty be put through X-ray 
examination, electrocardiogram and 
electroencephalogram t e s t s , and 
blood tests of every type and de­ 
scription without any definite dis­ 
ease being discovered which is caus­ 
ing their symptoms. Actually, some 
of these people may be suffering 
from a condition called neurosis, 


OUTWARDLY CALM 
Some show their nervousness out­ 
wardly. We all know thes^ersons. 
However, other individuals seem 
calm and composed on the outside, 
but their nervousness or conflicts 
show dp in the form of symptoms. 
An example is a person with stom­ 
ach pain in which no nice* or other 
disease is found. In most people 
exhibiting symptoms of this nature, 
the tain or discomfort they suffer 
is real pain, and not malingering or 
“iakery” as it might be called. If 
allowed to progress too far, these 
symptoms can develop into an actual 
disease.

INHALATION TREATMENT 
Recently, a new form of treat­ 
ment for this type of severe neurosis 
has been used lor those who do not 
respond to the usual methods of 
treatment. These persons are given 
heavy inhalation of carbon dioxide 
under the careful guidance of a phy­ 
sician. Over »5 per cent of the 
vere cases of neurosis treated in tide 
way improve after treatment. 
It seems that the carbon dioxide 
gas causes a chemical deadening of 
certain brain tracts which control 
the emotions, thus eliminating some 
of the conflicting situations that 
may be causing the neurosis. 
Further tests will determjns the 
value of this promising new method 
of treating «vere mental disturb­ 
ances. It looks hopeful.

D there any cure for 
multiple sclerosis? 
- 
Answer: No definite curt has been 
found for multiple sclerosis, al­ 
though many cases are helped by 
the use of muscle-relaxant drugs 
such as curare. Treatment with his­ 
tamine along with the curare also 
has been helpful. But ft must be 
given only under the advice and 
guidance of a doctor.
